HEY keep them at Arms Length, as if their 

| Breath was a peſtilential Steam, that infected the 
Air where they inhabited; and ſhould the Proteſtants 
with a non obſtante pitch their Tents among them, the 
Court of Inquiſition would ſoon cruſh thoſe preſump- 
tuous Sinners as peſtiferous Vermin. 

So odious is the Idea of the Proteſtant Religion 
in their Eyes, that by their inhumane Laws, tis imme- 
diate Death to profeſs it in their Precin&ts.

' that had ſuch cruel Servants. 


Ox the other Hand, there are no Proteſtant States 
but ſuffer Papiſt to dwell in them, and to enjoy their 
Religion without. Diſturbance, if they don't diſt 
the Government. | 

Ar this Moment, there are Millions of Papiſts who 
are ſubje& to Proteſfant Princes, and who enjoy their 
civil and religious Immunfties (without any Deter- 


ment or Menaces, on the Score of different Sentiments 


in Religion) daily reſorting to Maſs without Dread 
of Informers, and in all Courts of Juſtice Papiſts and 
Antipapiſts are treated with equal Regards: Whereas 
in the Court of France all the Cry was, I plead 
againſt a Heretick, I have to do with a Man whoſe Re- 
ligion is odious to the S4 TE, and which Our Sove- 
reigu Lord the KINO would have entirely extirpated. 
And by this Arrtifice, thoſe upon the Bench (ſome of 
whom wanted not a benevolent Inclination) were ter- 
rify'd, and oppreſſed Proteſtants denied the Reliet of 
common Juſtice. 

T av s The generous Proteſtant gives Protection 
to Wolves, when Papiſts will not permit Lambs to live 
in their Countries, unleſs ir be for the Burcher. Pro- 
teſtants, like Heaven, when provoked drop their 
Wrath even when they have Inſtruments of Revenge in 
their Power; ſuffering thoſe who are profeſſed Ene- 
mies to ſojourn among them, which has ſomething in 
it that is great and heroical, 

In England are ſeveral Catholicks, who, tho' their 
Religion (upon the Score of rebellious Principles) be 
prohibited, yet are not diſtreſſed in the Profefſion of 
it, and I believe never will be, if they don't reſume the 
old, but unſucceſsful Trade of plotting ; a Sin which 
the Gallows has not been yet able to cute them of. 


In 
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Ix Peland, (a Country Walſingham wifh'd buried 
in the Sea) there are a ſuperiour Number of Papiſts, 
where they have many Biſhops and Vicars, either A- 
poſtolical or Capitular, and are allowed the free Uſe 
of their Religion: And when treated with Severity, 
tis not for Religion, but for Want of Religion, 
i. e. either for their Conſpiracies againſt the Govern- 
ment, or Murders and Robbeties againſt theit Neigh - 


TAI Vißb Maſſacre was ſuch a Prodigy of Barba- 

rouſneſs as would have juſtified the Tranſplantation of 
all the Iriſh Catholicks. If we had baniſh'd thoſe 
bloody Aſſaſſina tors Root and Branch, into Tartary, S- 
beria, or any where beyond the Tropicks, to cool 
their Thirſt after humane Blood, no Nation could have 
tax'd us with Injuſtice ; becauſe the Murder of Two 
Hundred Thouſand Innocent Men, deſerved a ſeve- 
rer Chaſtiſement. 
I x was Oliver's Advice to baniſh them, and if O- 
luer had done it, (which he might have done without 
draining the Kingdom) he had done a very valuable 
and fignificant Piece of Service to Proteſtantifm, and 
till it be done, it can never be truly ſaid of Freland, 
that it nouriſhes no venomous Creature. 

Lr us ſuppoſe Two Hundred Thouſand Papiſts 
murdered by Proteſtants, and that the popiſh Go- 
vernors in that Country had the Power of Revenge in 
their Hands, what would they do? Would they have 
allowed thoſe Murderers the Liberty of Lite any where 
on Earth? I trow not. If there had been any ſuch 
Iaſtance in being, it would have furniſh'd them with

HA the Romiſh Prieſts live ſecurely, and at 
large, here they make a Merchandize of Heaven, one 
of the Conditions of Sale being, who bids moſt ſhall

I x the Provinces of lower Germany, and in the Hans 
Towns, there are large Covies of them, viz, trouble- 
ſome Papifts, who meet with no Trouble for their 
Religion, There are _ Swarms of them in and about 
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| Namburgh, where they are allowed publick Churches 
under a Proteſtant Government, the Repoſe of which | 
often diſquiet. ps 33 | 
_ Switzerland, where the Sons of Rome have little | 
Reaſon to expect Indulgence, they are allowed the | 
Exerciſe of their Religion in the two mixt Cantons, 
Glaris and Appendal, where the Reformed are more 
numerous and ſtrong. 
Fon the Summity of their Hills, they have long 
beheld with Grief the Smoak ariſing from the fiery 
Furnaces around them, into which the Nebuchadnezars 
of the Earth caſt the Children of the Reformation. *

CHAP. Il. 


PROTESTANTS harraft and maſſacred for 
Ip their Religion in all popiſh Countries, as Hun- 
gary, Piedmont, Palatinate, France. Sad 
Conſequence of Proteſtants turning Papiſts, Cle- 
mency the Genius of Proteſtantiſm. If Papiſts 
had their Will, no Proteſtants ſhould live. Ca- 
tholicks more happy under a Proteſtant than under 
"ep Government. Papiſts hereditary Enemies 
to England. Baniſbment their due. Can give 
no Pleage to the State for their good Behaviour. 
N. B. 1» Popiſh Kingdoms loyal Proteſtants are 
treated as Rebels In Proteſtant States diſlojal 
Papiſts as Subjects. 

M ANY Popiſh Princes whoſe Kingdom a- 
bounded with Proteſtant Churches, have by 


violent Methods rooted them out, and that for no 
Crime objected to them, but their Religion.

Ses Monſignor Cerris State of the Reman Catb:lick Religion. 
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I n ſome Places the DeſtruRion of Proteſtants has 
been total, and where they yet have an Exiſtence, they 
are barbarouſly handled,” wrong d out of all their 
Rights; their Churches, Schools, Houſes, Lands, and 
Children, wreſted from them by Violence; and when 


permitted to baniſh themſelves, have not been able to

Tims was, when there were Multitudes of Pro- 
teſtants in Hungary, Tranſyluania, Moravia, a 
Bohemia, if there be now a Huſſite in Bohemia, he is 
inviſible, being forced to conceal his Proteſtant Prin- 
ciple, to preyent his being knockt on the Head. 

In 1674, the poor Hungarian Proteflants were by 
all the Arrs of Cruelty reduced to the loweſt Ebb of 
Miſery ; the Barbarities wherewith they and our Bre- 
thren in the _ Valleys ef Piedmont (who are ſuppos d 
ro be the pureſt Remains of Chriſtianity, and never 
defil' di with the Errors of Rome) were inexpreſſiby 
cruel beyond Imagination ! 

Tu Palatinate, lately a Proteſtant Branch of the 
Empire, is now a Limb of the Beaſt, being over run 
with -the Weeds of Popery: The Cloud over that 
Country looks black, but we hope a new Star may yet 
appear in the Horizon of the Palatinate, and that it 
will not be in the Power of Sultsbac to eclipſe its 
Rays, however favourable to him a certain laſt Will 
may be. Let the brave King ot Pruſſia live for 
ever | 

AND in a neighbour Kingdom, how many Mil- 
lions of innocent Proteſtants have been inhumanely 
diſpatcht by the Hands of Violence > How long has 
that unhappy Land been ou with the Blood (not of 
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impious and diſloyal but) of righteous and good Men? 
And only for making the Bible, and not the Prieſt, 
the Rule of their Faith and . | 

I x Germany, after many bloody Struggles, the Pro- 
teſtant Religion was eſtabliſhr by the I/eſtphalian 
Treaty, 1648, and things continued in a tolerable good 


Poſture, till the late French King broke in upon the Em- 
pire, and took ſeveral Towns and Cities, in all which, 
he diſpofleſt the Proteſtants of their Rights and Reli- 


gion, which by the Treaty of Reſwick, received a 
kind of Sanction, as they interpret it. 


Tu Deſertion of Proteſtants to the Romiſh | 


Church, gives us another melancholy Proſpe&@, and 
at the ſame time adminiſters to our Enemies no ſlender 
Matter of Triumph and Hope. How fatal a Blow 
to the Reformation was the Apoſtacy of the El. of 
S2xony, now K. of Poland, and of his Son the Prince, 
Tus Daughters of Julfexbutte! dazzl'd with the 
Luſtre of Crowns, exchang'd the Roſe for the Aco nite, 
Pater naſter for Ave Maria, Goſhen for xypt. 


Some Proteſtant Eccleſiaſticks bloated with Am- 


bition and Avarice have embrac'd the Idols of Rome : 
The Cardinal Sax Zeits, the Biſhop of Ratisbon, &c. 
were educated Proteſtants. The Romiſh Church is 
never without a Fund of Honour and Preferment to en- 
courage Proſelytes, abounds with Gems to enchaſe 
their Cups, and yellow Slaves to fill them. 

Tubes our holy Religion abroad loſes Ground, 
not only under the Yoke of Popiſh Lords, bur, by the 
Deſertion of its Friends. But to proceed, we have 
ſeen how our foreign Brethern are treated by Papiſts: 
In the next Place, let us view the Spirit, of a Pro- 
teſtant with Regard to Papiſts, and you'll find it ta 
be that of pure Chriſtianity, 2. Love in its Lati- 


tude, a benevolent Diſpoſition of Mind towards them

Non of our Princes fince the Reformation but 
have (ſome way or other) been diſtreſt or bewitcht 
by the Enticement of theſe Zalran Sirens, and yet they 
ſtill live to deceive the Nations. Not a Roman among 
us is entitled to a Foot of Land, but what has been 
forfeited” over and over again, by a Train of Capi- 
tal Crimes; yet theſe unreaſonable Creatures are not 
only ſafe, but more ſafe in their Perſons and Properties, 
than if they were in France or Spain, where the King 
governs all by an unbounded Will, i. e. where Power 
reigns withour Reaſon. | 
Nr vr had People ſuch t Provocations 
to ſacrifice an old hereditary Enemy as the Engl 
have; yet this Enemy is not only tolerated, but gene- 
rouſly fecur'd and ſhelter d under our Wings; yea, at 
the ſame time that he thirſts after the Blood of his 
Protectors, and is meditating their Ruin. | 
I » theſe Tygers in humane Shape had been baniſhe 
into the Land af Cabzro, or any where under the Equi- 
noflial, to ſee how they lik'd the Exceſs of natural 
Heat, it would have been a Conviction to the World 
of our Clemency, ſince their reiterated Treaſons enti- 
tle them to ſeverer Executions : Yet they live, they 
live in England, live in profound Tranquillity, live ian 
the undiſturbed Exerciſe of their Superſtitions, live un- | 
der the Protection of a Government to which they. 
deny Allegiance and Affection.

Why, becauſe they will not turn 
mad Men, and go out of their Senſes to become Chriſtians. 
All theſe Cruelties might be prevented, if they would 
but believe or ſay that they eat their GOD in the 
conſecrated Wafer, and had Throats wide enough to 
_— Mountains of Contradictions and Impoſſi- 

ilities. 

B vu T Engliſh Papiſts, who vow and ſwear Obedi- 
ence to the Pope and Pretender, enjoy their Religion 
and civil Immunities without any vexatious Proſecu- 
tions, no, not ſo much as Interruption in their ſuper- 
ſtitious Acts of Devotion; none of em are dragoon d 
into our Churches, or forced into Slaughter-Houſes 
for not complying with the eſtabliſht Mode of Wor- 
ſhip, none of their Children forced from them, and 
brought up in the Religion of the State. 

In ſhort, if thoſe Thouſands and Thouſands of 
Proteſtants that within the Memory ot Man have fal'n 
Victims to the inſatiable Rage of Rome, were now 
alive, yea, only the French Proteſtants, Rome would 
tremble, the Conclave grow pale with Envy and De- 
ſpair, the Spirit «of the Church ſuccumb under the 
Weight, and the Engines of Perſecution drop out of 
her Hand. | 

By theſe annual Executions and Calcinations they 
hope to reduce Proteſtants into a narrower Circle,

Perſecution is a Houſe on Fire, 
Hercules and Theſeus applauded by the An- 
cients for ſubdaing Tyrants, that invaded the 
Liberties and Rights of Mankind, Religion that 
is not to be propagated by Force, may be defended 
again(t thoſe that would deſtroy it. Church of 


Rome in War againſt Proteſtants ever ſince 


the Reformation. The Primitive Church under 
Conſtantine reſcued perſecuted Chriſtians by 
Force of Arms. Oppreſſed Proteſtants aſſiſted by 
the Chai chof England againſt their lamſul Sove- 
reigns, when their 'Sovertigns turn Oppreſſors.

T o ſupport oppreſs'd Innocence, and ſubdue open 
Tyrants, is a Work worthy of thoſe who are born to 
affert and maintain the Liberties of Mankind. Such, 
ſays Grotius, who have equal Power with Kings, have 
a power not only to puniſh Injuries done againſt them 
ſelves and Subjects, but others who inhumanely vio- 
late the Law of Nature and Nations *. 2 

YE A, ſo much more noble is it to vindicate other 
Mens Injuries than out 6wn ; hence it is, that the

Chaſtiſement of publick Oppreſſors, has been always 


counted a Kindneſs to Mankind, and a generous Re- 


gard to the Rights of humane Nature. 

Tu us, Hercules is applauded by the Ancients, for 
ſetting oppreſſed Countries at Liberty from ſuch as 
Antaus the Libyan Tyrant, who having deligned to 
erct a Temple to Neptune of humane Sculls, kill'd 


all Men he met, which coming to the Ears of the 


Tirynthian Hero, he diſpatcht him out of the World 
by a Squeeze. | 

BUSIRIS King of Agypt, another Tyrant, who 
facrificed Paſſengers and Travellers, was attackt and 
flain by Hercules for his inhumane Violences. Some 
think the Egyptian Word ſignifies the Sepulchre of 
Ofiris, near which Place, it was the Cuſtom to offer 
up humane Victims. 

DIOMEDES King of Thrace, who fed his Horſes 
with humane Fleſh, was with his Horſes ſlain by Her- 
cules for his barbarous Uſage of Mankind. 

Tas Ancicnts ſpeak of him as the Grand Patron 
of Liberty, and that he travers'd the Earth, not to 
plunder it, or indulge a vicious Humour; but to hunt 
out publick Oppreſſors, and execute Juſtice upon em. 

J HE SEUS, a noble Athenian (fired with a ge- 
nerous Emulation of Hercules his Relative, and whoſe 
heroick Actions he endeavour d to imitate) was placed 
among the Gods, for ſubduing thoſe that diſturb'd the 
publick Peace of the World f. 

PROCRUSTES the Tyrant of Attica, who cut 
off the Legs of thoſe that were longer than his Bed, and 
ſtretcht with Cords thole that were ſhorter, was him- 
ſelf put to the ſame Death by Theſeus where with he 
us'd to murder innocent Men. # 
Ir was the Opinion of Jſecrates, that the moſt 
juſt War is againſt wild Beaſts; the next againſt Men 
that are like thoſe Beaſts *. |

who have no legal Dominion over them, therefore

Hence ir is, that the Powers of the Earth enter into 
Alliances and Leagues to guard Men againſt the Op- 
preſſion of their own Governours and others, And 
this accounts for the Original of a Guarantee, whoſe 
Office is, not only to ſee Articles perform'd in Trea- 
ties between Princes and Princes, but between Princes 
and their Subjects; as in the Caſe of Thorn, where by 
the Treaty of Oliva, the King of Pruſſia is Guardian 
of their Liberties, as the Kings of England are of the 
Edict of Nantes, by the Peace of Montpelier and by 
other Treaties *. | | 

Bz$S1Des, tho” Proteſtants be ſituated in different 
and diſtant Regions, they may be lookt upon as Mem- 
bers of one Body or Society, united for mutual Defence, 
animated by one Soul, viz. the Reformation, whoſe 
Intereſt is ro preſerve entire all irs Parts, and make 
Repriſals upon all Aggreſſors and their Allies. 
Drop Europe into Proteſtant and Papiſt, and in 
this Situation, and View, the two Denominations are 
declared Enemies, and always have been in a State of 
War ſince the Reformation; ſo that when one commits 
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Hoſtilities on the other, why ſhould not the injur'd 
Party make Repriſals upon the Invader, in Caſe he re- 
ſuſes to make Satisfaction in an amicable way? This 
Proteſtant Alliance and Union ſhould produce ſuch 
Intimacy and Conformity between confederated Proteſ- 
rants, as that ic may be ſaid, He that touches one, touch - 
erh the other alſo. 

B u r how far the 1 Powers of the World may 
extend their powerful Regards to innocent Subjects ot 
other Princes, who are ſo notoriouſly oppreſt, plun- 
der d, and cruelly murder d for their Religion, that 
hold no Principles oppoſite to Government, Nature, 

or Revelation. Hic Labor hoc Opus. e e 
Tus Partition of the Earth into diſtin& States, 
being only a human prudential Conſtitution, Query, 
Whether this does exempt Princes from doing univerſal 
Juſtice to the utmoſt of their Power upon extraordinary 
Occaſions? If the Shepherd of the People ſhould 
transform himſelf into a Wolf, and go about to worry 
his Flock, is there no Remedy ? | 

I ſhall only obſerve, That Governments are not ſet g 
ap for the Advantage, Pleaſure, and Glory of Princes, but E 
for the good of Society: For this Reaſon, Plato and K

Tn Liberties of the People are the Gifts of Hea - F 
ven, and not derived from their Governours, who are 
obliged to govern themſelves and People by certain ey 
Laws, reciprocally conſented to; therefore no Peo- 
ple are bound to ſuffer what their Princes have no 2 
Power to inflict, the Laws of every Nation being the 
Meaſure of magiſtratical Power. 

Ir People be in Danger from unjuſt and violent A. an 
faults, they have a natural Right to defend themſel ves, 
i. e. ot reliſtiag, ſome way or other, that, which oughr Ri 
not to be done unto em by their municipal Laws, or 2 
thoſe of Nature.

In the Theocracy, 1ſrael ſupported its Allies and 
Friends. The Primitive Church, when in Poſſeſſion 
of Power, warmly eſpous d the Cauſe of Chriſtianity, 
even to Blood. - 

S1ncsz the Inſtitution of Societies, Rulers

any Buſiris, Phalaris, Diomedes executes ſuch things 
on their innocent Subjects, there ſays the Caſuiſt, the 
Right of humane Society is not precluded 4.

Houſhold of Faith, Gal. vi. 10. that is, who profeſs 


the ſame Religion. 
Tavs, Conſtantize, who was Head of the Chriſ- 


tian Church, made War againſt Maxentius the Tyrant, 
who perſecuted the Chriſtians, drove him into the Ti- 


ber, where he was drown'd; he, who had drown'd 


others in their Blood. 

C. V. Licinius, another Emperor, and a moſt cruel 
Perſecuter of the Chriſtians, was dethron'd,iimpriſon'd, 
and at laſt ſtrangled by Conſtantine, tho his Brother 
in Law. 

Fox the ſame Reaſons, other Chriſtian Emperors 
made War upon the Perfians, or threatned to do fo, if 
they did not abſtain from perſecuting the Chriſtians f. 

. THrs late King of Sweden interpos d on Behalf of 
the Silefien Proteftants, and by Force of Arms obliged 
the Emperor to reſtore them to their Churches. 

T ax People of Eng/aud have not only aſſiſted 
their perſecuted Brethren abroad, but in their Turn 
have call'd in foreign Powers to aſſiſt them againſt 
the Oppreſſions of their own perſecuting Monarchs. 

CHURCH and State concur'd with Queen Eli- 


zabeth in aſſiſting the Dutch and French Proteſtants, 


when they had taken up Arms againſt their lawful 
Princes in Defence of Religion. 

Is King James I. Reign, the Succeſs of the per- 
ſecuted Dutch againit their Sovereigns (A. D. 1605 
and 1624) was owing to the Bravery of the Engliſh 
Regiments, commanded by Sir Prancis Vere and Sir 
Edward Cecil. In this Reign, lived the famous Sir 
Henry Wotton, who puts the Queſtion, viz.

At the ſame time, 
there was a publick Faſt over all Exglanmd on their 
Account, and in the publick Form they pray'd for the 
Succefs of the Perſecuted againſt their King. 

OLIVER, by a few Threats diſpers'd abroad, 
put a full Stop to the Perſecution of foreign Proteſ- 
rants. When the Duke of Savoy threatned to nail his 
 Ambaſlador's Hat to his Head; and if you do, faid 
Oliver, I will ſend Ten Thouſand Men to take out 
the Neil, whereupon Hector lower'd his Sails, and 
the Perſecutor turas Guardian. 

Wu x Portugal was diſtreſs'd by the King of Spain, 
from whom it had revolted, King Charles II. ſent an 
Army to their Relief, tho' Religion was not conceru d 
in the Quarrel. 

Wu King James II. one of the hereditary Mo- 
narchs of England, invaded the fundamental Rights of 
his People, and began to oppreſs the Church b 
mitting her Biſhops to the Tower, Cc. The Ch 
called in the Dutch, (whom ſhe had formerly

aſſiſted 
in the like Circumſtance) who under the Conduct of the 


Brave Prince of Orange, ceſcued Church and State from 


imminent Deſtruction.

I am of Opinion, there is one Conſideration not 
yet mention'd, that will effe&ually ſecure the Proteſ- 
tant Intereſt againſt all future Storms; and that is, a 
ſtrict Union amongſt all the Proteſtant” Powers, and 
the Glorious KINO GEORGE (the great Patron 
of Liberty and Property) at the Head of it. 

A Conjunction of ſuch Luminaries would amaze 
the World, drive away the gathering Clouds, and in- 
ſtantly exorciſe the Spirit of Perſecution, without any 
other Expedients. 

Tus Jeſuit, who is himſelf a War, and who now 
ſo profuſely throws about the Arrows of Death, would 
look with a gloomy ftare at the News, and his Zeal 
cool for Want of Fuel to keep in the Fire.
